There- 
tore (that may be no abettor »f other 
mens errors)mycounſclI ſhall be, Firſt, 
and principally to rely upon the pro- 
»ident mercy of Cod to watch over and 
Keep us, And in the ſecond place,to ref 
wpon the uſe of good Antidotes only, 
Such as are, Mithridate, Andromachis or 
L andon-Treacle,CoifeG» Alkermes.and Cop- 
fectio Liberans. Thele are alway es ready 
inevery wel farniſhed Apotheearies ſhop, 

Of any of which,'you vray take eve; , 
morning faſting the quantity ot a Hazel

orfou] and unnaturall colour ot the 
6kin; ſwelling either all over, orclie of 
ſome part ot the body ; ſtraitnef}e of 
breath, much filthy yomiting, and in 
thoſe vomits ſometimes the very plain 
appearance of tome part ot che Poylon.

Some, out of wantonneſſc,and apiſh 
imitation of Strangers, have learned to

' mous quality; thongh ſome are leffe 
hurtſull than others, and to ſome con« 
ſtitutions. little or nothing at all appa- 
rently offenſive. 

I knewa Aountebanck in —_— 
that perſwaded many to the uſe of 
them; whereof two ( the one a young 
man, and the other a woman) to the 
hazard of their lives were overtaken 

' with his Cookery. To the young man 
| I gave this Medicine, two drams of Hens- 
dung dryed and powdered ; fairewater,white 
Wine, and Vinegar, ef each halſe a quarter of 
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a pinte, with half an cunce of Honey, A]! 
mixcd together he drank it, vomite(, 
had alſo two ſtooles, and lo recovered, 
The woman bcing his mother, and ſee. 
ing me uſe the dung, conjured me tg 
give her ſome other Medicine that was 
morecleanly. Whereupon | made her 
go to her well warmed dcd : and then 
gavel her a draught of Poſſer ale where- 
in Penyroyall was boyled, to which] 
put a little Aqua Yite and Salt Peter : 
She hereupon did ſweat abundanily, 
and recovered, 

Others there are, that out, of an An- 
tipathy to their Conftitution, are di- 
retly poyſoned if they eat Muskles : 
others againe are in the like caſe with 
Perewinckles. I have ſeen ſome with 
Maskles ſwelled, and ſpotted all over. 
In which caſe, after a Vomic, and a 
Glyſfter (ſuch as are before deſcribed in 
theſecond Chapcer) I gave this Antl- 
dote following.

an accident may happen, I thought it 
not amiſſe to teach a helpe for the 
ſame. 

While it is yet in the Stomach, labour 
by vomiting to caſt it out.

My ſeclte while I was 
a Student In Cembridge, was fo 
hurt by the ſpurting of a venomous 
humour from the body of a great Toad 
into my face, while paſhcd him to 
death with a brickbat. Some of the 
- moiſture lighted on my right eye, which 
did not a little endanper it, and hath 
made it eyer fince apt to receive any flux 
of Rheume or Inflammation, Others [ 
have known to receivelike harme from 
a Spiders juyce. Theskin that ic touch- 
eth ſwelleth and groweth red and pain- 
full. The miſchief of this, may be pre- 
vented by preſently waſhing and bath- 
ing the place for halt an houre or an 
' houre with the juyce of Rue, and the 
' diſtilled water of St. Fobns Wort,or with 
 Plaintane 'water, mixed with Androma-

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CHAP. VL 


Certaine Genirall Notions for the He lp of [ach 
- 65 are Stung or Bitten by venomous Beaſts. 


S therearedivers kindes of Crea« 
tures that ſting or bite veno-» 
mouſly ; ſo are the miſchiefes 
hffsrent that break forth from their 
xn0mous natures.For the Hornet hath 
1more venomous Sting than the Bce or 
Waipe. So the biting of the Adder 
(which is a Kind of Viper) or of the 
Slowworme (which ſome alſo call the 
Blind worme ) is more dangerous,than 
of theEft, or Shrewmouſe. 

As for the Snake; I know by expe= 
rienee, that he hath neither ſting nor 
tooth to offend with; though his like- 
reffe to the Adder at firit ſight, hath 
long deterred people from ſo neare 
acquaintance, as to take notice of his 
Innocency. 


Likewiſethe Sting and Teeth of the 


living Creatures are more pernitious 
than thoſe of the dead : beeaulſe native 
hicat, that miniitrerh tpicit to the veno= 


Q. mous 
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mous ſubſtance more thin and ſubtle, as 
allo more aCGtiveand pi-rcing. 

Furthermore, the Female of cyery 
kind is more fierce,and more dangcr.u(> 
Iy venomous,than the Male; the young, 
thantheold; And thoſe that liye in 
rockes,mountaines,and dry places,than 
they that live in fens,mores,marilhs and 
ſuch moiſt grounds. 

Morcover they that fecd upon other 
venomous Creatures, are more perni- 
cious upon the eating of that food ; As 
the Adder when he hath eaten a Toad. 
And 1equires ſtronger Antidotes and in 
greater quantity than others. 

Alſo atthe time ot their ingendering 
they are more curſt ,and full of poylon, 
than at other times, 

And in Summer time, all theſe are 
more deadly, than in Winter : For the 
venomous hidden is more deadly, than 
the manniteſt quality; the thin,than the 
thicke matter; and the hot, than the 
cold temperature. To which we may 
adde, the more or leffe aptnefſe of d1(- 
polition & ccnititution of the body by 
any of thcle ſo offended. For theſe men

ment; having many and great veines 
0u.-wardly apparent, and thereupon 
their pores more open; are much 
more apt to recelve the venom 
cen ſpeedily to the Liver and Heart; 
han thoſe, that (being ofa cold cone 
titution) have ſmall veines, and ſtrait 
pores, through which the poyſon hath 
but ſſow paſſage. 

Laſtly, thoſe that arc ſtung or bitcen 
while they are yet faſting, and their 
tomach empty 3 are in more danger 
than they that are tull fed. For when 
the veins and veſſels are empty , 
they doe greedily ſucke in any mat- 
ter that is adminiſtred; yea, though 
nature abhorre the, quality, becauſe at 
that time ſhe mindes only the ſupply of 
quantity (as is apparent in tho{e that 
are extreame thirſty;for they will drink 
agreat draught before they regard or 


inde the taſte) whereas thoſe that have 
fed, and filled the veines to the ſatisfa- 
ion of quantity;their vitall ſpirits are 
thereby made the more ſtrong,and able 
t5 refiſt and repel] the fierceneſſe ofthe 
venomous quality.

The Generail Method of Prevent irg, and 
Curing all venemous Stirgings and Bi- 
HIngs. 


Revention is only two wayes: 
By having an «ye to all places 
where they are likely to be 
abroad : And by driving them trom the 
place of a mans habication. 

All venomous Creatures are driven 
from the houſe by theſe fumes and 
waſhings following. 

Fame your roomes with the ſmoake 
of Haris horne ſhavings, burnt in a cha- 
fingdifh or fire pan ; or the ſhavings of 
ſheepes hoofes, or the parings of old ſhoves. 

Waſh the walls with the Gayle of any 
beaſt boyleda little in water: or the de- 


coction of Kne, or Wormpoad, or Aſſa 
fatide, 
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ſatida, or Coloquixtida bayled in water. 
ycin the Cure; Thefirſt ching is to 
pluck out the Sting, if there be any;and 
' preſently after, anoint the place with 
_ Honey ; If wich that it ailwage not. 
Mix Mithridate with you honey, and 
anoint it again : or Honey and Treacle 
of Andromachus. It the prick or wound 
be large enough, waſh it with urine, or E 
| ſalted water, or ſharp Vinegar, or elſe A i 
with white Wine :- in any of which,dil- 24” 
ſolve Mithridate or old Treacleot Andro- op. ol 
 machys; which being mixed together, 94 1 
' hear it good and hot, and ſo waſh the _ '! i, | 
! place well, rubbing it as hard as the pa*- 7 E 
| tient may endure it, to draw the venom PP i 
trom running inward. a 
Some do preſently burne the wound s 
with a hot Needlc or Bodkin: and it is 
' thebeft way, both to conſume the ve- 
' nomous matter before it go further,and 
| alſo to keep the orifice open, which 
| muſt beſo kept, till there be no likeli- 
nood of venom. left in the afteQted 
part. 
| LUponthis burning, there will grow 
| acruſtic ſcab, round about which the 
| place muſt be ſcaritcd with the ſharp 
| poInt 


| 
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point ofa P«nknife, th. t the corrupted 
bloud may have iſſue, And when the 
{cab is grown dry, you mult anvine it 
with freſh Butter alone, or freſh Hogs 
ercaſe mixed with it, and having fo 
looſened ic, take jt off. All which time, 
the part muſt be often waſhed with 
ſuch a mixture as I preſcribed before : 
And round aboutthe wound, over all 
the {welled part lay a Plaitter made of 
Turpentine, Wax, black Pitch, and Pitch 
of Bargundie : And into the wound put 
ſome Lint dipped in Unguentum Baſilicon, 
mixed with a little burnt Alum,to keep 
the wound open. 

But if the hurt be in the face, the 
aQuall Cauterze or hot iron muſt not be 
uſed for feare of leaving a (carre;j or ble- 
mith in the face for ever after. Therefore 
in ſtead of that way; let ſome body pre- 
fently ſuck the wound with his mouth; 
which alſo is very good; but ir muſt be 
done with theſe Caveats. 

Firft, the ſucker muſt take head ke 
haveno ſore, blifter, nor rawneſle in 
any part of his mouth,tongue, gummes, 
throat, or lips, for then heendangereth 


himſelf, by ſucking venomous marrer 
1nto 
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into places prepared to entertalne the 
infeftion of it. 

Secondly, before he ſucke, he muſt 
waſh his mouth firft three or four times 
with white V/ine wherein Mithridete or 
old Andromachys Treacle is difio v.d; and 
after with ſaller Oil. 

Thirdly, he muft be carefulil, that he 
preſently ſpit out all that he ſucketh 
to his mouth, &let none ofit go down 
histhroat : Icſt while he phyſick ano» 
ther, he poyſon himſelte. 

Laftly, when he hath ſacked ont all 
the venom; let him againe waſh his 
mouth three or fonre times with the 
like waſhing, as before be ſucked.. And 
to conclude, let him drink a little 
draught of the ſame, to prevent all evill 
chances. 

But if no man will venture thus to 
ſuck: Take a Pullet or Cockerell, bare 
his rump, and rub his fundament well 
with Salt; then hold it cloſe to the 
wound, holding his beake cloſed with 
your hand,and give him breath but now 
and then, cncly to keep him alive ; and 
his fundament will draw out the ve- 


nom. It one die, take anothcr; and ſo 
Q 4 continue 
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continue till one of the creatures out- 
live the labour. Then may you be iure 
the venom is clean drawn our. 

Some apply Horleleeches to the 
wound, if it be very ſmall. But ſome- 
eines it is {o big, (as when an Adder 
or flowworme hath entrcd many teeth, 
or when a mad dog hath made it) that 
the fundament of ſuch a creatnre before 


'named cannot compalle it. Then take a 


Pullet or a Pigeon, anddivide it alive, 
and apply it (while it is full of lifes 
heat) upon the wounded and grieyed 
place (which muſt be ſcarrified before 
band) that the vitall hear of that crea- 
ture may draw the venom through, the 
ſcarifications. Let it be therefore bound 
on and kept there, till it be even cold; 
and then apply another,and ſo another; 
till (by aſſwaging of a} paines, and 
ſwelling without. as alſo by the quiet- 
neſs andquicknefſe of the ſpirits with= 
in) the patient appear free from ail 
poyſonous offence. Then apply Garlickx 
fryed with {ſweet Butter or fallet Oil:to 


make ſare that no remainder of niſchicf 


be behinde : for it is an excellent out- 
ward Mcdicine againſt all borh 
Stingings

If the Sting will not eaſily be gotten 
out, lay to it a poultis made ot leaven, 
wood aſhes, and ſallet Oil mixed toge« 
ther. Or bath ic with childes urine 
good and hot. And when it is out, waſh 
the wound With a little water and falt 
mixed with the juyce of Rye. Then burn 
It, or elſe ſucke it as was ſaid before:and 
after that, apply to it a little lint dip- 
ped in old Andremachus Treacle mixed 
with Honey; and cover it, as alſo over 
all the ſwelling, lay a poultis made of 
freſh Cow dung mixed with Barrowes 
grea{c, or fallet Oil. 

Bees,. and. Waſps, though they ſel- 
domeendanger life, yet they ſwell and 
eoflame the part flung by them, and 
cauſe 
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cauſe a great deal of pain, which ſome- 
times 1s toll wed by a Feaver:therefore 
it isneccf{ary to tind a Cure for it. And 
ſome conſticutions receive alſo deadly 
miichicte by tuch ſinging, As ſome 
thirty yeares ago appeared by tie Lady 


IV alſimpham ow: fe to Sir Francis Walſfingham 


| Se-retaryto Drcen Elizabeth ; who (asT] 
have oſt.n hard it related by my Fas 
| ther who was her Phyiitian) being 
ſtung in the hand by a Waſp at dinner 
time ; the venom preſently ſwelled up 
all her arme to her f1oulder, and thence 
to her throat: that , had fnot ſpeedy 
| meanes been uſcd, ana (as God would ) 
| her Phyſician bcen there preſent, it wes

Firſt theretore, the Sting is to be ta»

Or elſe, the ſeeds and 
roots of Lillies boyled in Beere. Or the ſeed; 
of Mallowes byyled in water, and white Wine, 
with alittle Vinegar. 

Not long agoeT ſaw a young man 
ſtung in the eye-ball wich a Bee, while 
he was too cloſely looking into the 
doore of the hive :. But the Bee left nor 
her ſting there. Upon the place, I ap- 
plyed this Plaiſter. I took a baxdfull of 
Carduus benedifius newly gathered, pounded 
it in a morter very finz, and. mixed it with 
the white of en Egge, ſo ſpreading it upon a 
pledget of flaxe, T laid it to the eye, and as it 
waxed dry, renued it twice, This Plaiſter of 
Carduyy is excellent to recover the eye 
if any venomous juyce-be ſpurted into 
it, or if the eye be hurt by a corrupt air, 
which thecommon people call blafting: 
It eaſeth paines : taketh away bloudy 
ſpots in the eyes : andis good for all 

urnings in, or about the eyes.

| AA maid I have neither ſeen nor 

heard of any ſuch terrible dan- 
gers happening to people by a mad 
dogs biting, as -in other Regions ; yet 
I have ſeen Dogs mad. But the care that 
hath been uſed for prevention, hath 
perhaps hindred the fight : of thoſe Ac- 
cidents which old Authors have ſo la- 
boriouſly Commented upon. And be- 
fides that ,he temparature of onr Cli- 
mate keepeth the Doges of our Coun- 
try from proving altogether ſo perni- 
cious a8 in Greciaand Arabia.For Aeting 
ſaith that the mad Dogs are moſt intem- 
perate Climates,. where the Waters 
cold and Summers heat: are extreame. 
T etr. 2, Serm..2. Cap. 24. Howſoever I 
will ſet. down a briefe courſe of helpe, 
to prevent the incurableneſſe of the 
miſchief;as I have it from the beſt Aus 
thors. | 


.T his kigd of madne(s proceedeth from 
_ Eon -... . R 
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black Cholerxck juyces, wherewith a 
dog more then other BReaſis aboundeth. 
For he is of temperament hot and drie, 
as appeareth by many proofes. As firft, 
by his continuall cager appetite (being 
alwayes hungry) and gpreedineſſe in 
devouring any filthy offalls; Fleſh pu- 
{ trified, ſtinking, and full of Maggots; 
whether it be raw, and perhaps buried 
' under ground, or any other way rotten 
and infe&ious. Alſo they will drink of 
any darty poudle, or ſtinking ditch 
water : which kind of drink wondrou(- 
ly encreaſeth black choler, And beſides 
this, at two ſeaſons of the year eſpe- 
cially are Dogs moſt ſubjeft to mad- 
neſſe: which is the ſureft of all argu- 
ments: namely, in the height of Sum- 
mer,, and inthe dept of Winter. By 
Summers fervencie their bloud being 
overheated, turneth into burnt choller: 
And through Winters extreame cold, 
the ſame! bloud {is per Antipcriſtaſin, ſo 
muchenflamed,that it becommeth burnc 

, Melancholy. 
You (hall know a Dog to be mad, by 
, theſe {ignes, He is affraid of Water, and 
at the fight ot it, trem:bles and briſtles 


up 
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up hisneck; his eyes are fiery and ola- 
ring: herunnes to and fro, and reels 
this way and that way, like one that js 
drunk : he hoJds down his head, gapes 
with his mouth, lils out his tongue 
(which is blackiſh, or evill coloured) 
flavers at the mouth, and his noſe run- 
neth : he ſnaps and bircs at every thing 
In his way, but barkes not at all : he 
couches his eares, carries his tayle be- 
twixt his legs. Other Dogs (though 
bigger than he ) flie from him at the 
ſmell of him. He takes no notice of any 
friend, neither ſpareth to bite his own 
Maſter: and being gone out of the 
houſe,never repayreth back- again toir 
Cunleſſe by chance) for he knoweth no 
place aright. 

Whoſoever therefore is bitten by 
fuch a Dog,muſt preſently be looked to. 
And ifthe Dog that hath bitten, have 
paſſed by ſo ſuddainly, that ſufficient 
notice could not beraken of him: Then 
dipa lictle bread in the bloud of the 
wound, and offer it to ſome other 
Dog that is not mad, and it he re- 
fuſe to eate it, there is cauſe of ſul-

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Or take a Wallnut-kernell pilled, 
beat it in a morter, then ſteep it in the 
bloud of the wound : and give it to 
ſome Poultry mixed with their meate. 
It they die the day after, ic is counted a 
ſure ſigne that that biting was ot a mad 
Dog. 

' Theparty ſo bitten findes no altera- 
tion in himſelte for diverſe dayes after. 
| For this biting is no more painful than 
as a wound, nor doth any ſuch ſwele 
lings or other Symptomes follow pre- 
ſently apon it; as in the bitings of 
Serpents, But after ſome time, thejbit-» 
, ten party begins to grow melancholy, 
and to have ftrange and unwonted 
fancies in his mind, talkes to himſelf, 
and uſeth fooliſh geftures : for now the 
power of the poyſon having crept up 
into the brain, corrupteth the imagina«+ 
tion. His ſleeps are broken with terrors: 
and he leaves all company,chooking out 
ſolitary walkes. If till this time there 
could bee no certaine knowledge, 
| => it is high timeto begin a ſpeedy 
| helpe. 
For when once he comes to barke 


like a Dog, to hate the light, and fight 


of. 
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of al ſhining meta]ls and looking eaſſes 
as allo to feare water, andall other 
Kindes of liquors { which Symtomes at 
laſt doth follow ſuch bitings hicherto 
uncured) he is-he}d to be paſt cre. But 
ſo long as he knoweth his own face in 
a glaſſe, and is not frighted at it: or 
may be drawn to drink water; he is 
(by Avicen and others) accounted. 
curable, 

As ſoon therefore as any one upon 
theſe fignes ſuſpe&eth himſelf bicten by 
a mad Dog, let him prelently repaire 
to ſome learned Phyftcianz or at leaft 
to ſome well experienced Chirurgeon 
( for ſuch extraordinary caſes are be- 
yond ordinary kills) it ſuch may be 
had, Otherwife ler ſome diſcreet man 
read carefully this Treatiſe, and ponder 
the method very diligently; eſpecially 
this Chapter, which teacheth thus to 
begin the cure.

an cating Medicine, as Sublimate mixed 

(with ſome cold thing, that it may be 
lefſepainfull : as for example. 

Take of Sublimate two drams, of juyce 
of Henbane one ounce, mixe them and 
udrie them together , and make » them 
into a fine powder- Apply ſome of this, 
and when the ſcab by cruſt (or eſcar) 
is grown dry upon the place. take it off 

' with a lictle ſweet butter,or with ſweet 
butter,pitch, and the white of an egge 
mixcd together.

which time, the juyce of Sorrell is to be

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and the decoQtion ( or broth) of the 
{ame hearbe, or at leaft of meat boyled 
with the ſame, muſt be drunk by the 
patient every morning faſting. Actius 
{aith he knew an old nan that cured 
this diſeaſe often, with this medicine 
only. 

Orelſe you may diffolvea little Ar- 
dromachus Treacle in white Wine or 
Aqua vite, and dipping a little lint or 
rag in the warmed mixture, rub the 
orifice as hard as the patient can endute. 
This alſo is commended for an excel- 
tent Medicine : bur then you muſt ap- 
ply upon it Honey and Turpentine 
mixed with an Onion orGarlick beaten 
into the forme ofa Poultis. And Gal 7 
appointerh this Plaiſter following to be 
applyed to the wound, Take of Vinegar 4 
pint anda quarter, Opoponax three ounces, 
Tarre one ounce.

ance of time, and neglect in the begin- 
zing,the venom have ſpread it ſelf into 
1] the veſſels.

As with 
Garlick boyled in white Wine, and 
druanke faſting , which rel:fteth the 
poylun3 entrance into the principall 
"arts. Or, 

Let him drink this draught every 
morning. Take the powders of Myrrhe and 


Gentian roote, of each owe dram; the powder of 


River Crabs (of Crayfiſhes) two drams. Mix 
them in a fit quantity of white Wine, 
and drink it. Or,

T ake nine parts of the powder of burnt 
River Crabs. five parts of Gentian roots pow-

Theſe 
Antidotes are thus to be continued forty 
days togcther, and that in the be- 
ginning, before he fcareth water :

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Sea Crabs are mught for this uſe) i» the 
height of Summer, when the Sunne is in Les, 
and the Moon a little paſt the full.| Eut Raſis 
will have it when the Sunne is in Aries, 
| Others in Cancer; it ſeemes, a ſimilitudine} 
I will notdiſpute the choyſe : but the 
firſt is che mott generally acceptcd, from 
Galen | Theſe being gotten muſt , be put alive 
into a Gopper veſſel}, and burnt onthe fire to 
aſhes. Then beat, them in a Morter , 
ſearce them, and [o reduce them into a fine 
Powder. 

Another Author, called Fohannes 
Stockerus, both in this and ia all other 
kindes of venomous bitings, affirmeth, 
this ceurſe following; never to have 
deceived him. 

T ake Gentian rout powdered, and Treacle 
6f Andromachas, of each one dram, every 
morning faſting for three day:s toge- 
therzand the Patient mult faft five hours 
after. If he fee] himſelfe diſpoſed to 
ſweat, let him order himielte in his bed 
| for itand ſweat as much as he can, or 
= 1s able to bear. 
| To the wound, in manner of a 
Plaifter, apply Garlicke, Rae, and Salt 
pounded together in a Morter, And » 

much 
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much for the way of Cure inthe beg1n+ 
ning. 
When he beginneth to be affraid of 


water , he hardly admitteth of any 
Cure. 

Now the reaſon of this Hydrophqabia 
or feare of water is generally held to be, 
iThat the venomabuting the Phantaſie, 
makes the party affcCted to have horrid 
imaginations of water. But ſome ſpe- 
ciall Authors ( having found by expe- 
rience that the diinking of culd water 
cauſeth Convullions in ſuch overdryed 
and parched ftomacks) conclude that ict 
15 extream pain and torture proceeding 
from that drinking that fo terrifieth 
them from it. And this alſo is the reaſon 
why thoſe that fear water are counted 
incurable. 

Theretore the water that is forced 
into them ought to be at firſt very 
warm, and the party muſt by degrees bc 
brought to drink it colder and colder; 
{o likewiſe the Baths that they are to 
be caſt into, ought to be in like temper, 
to avoid all cramps and Convulfions 
both inward and cutward, Neither 
mulſt there be any Bach uſed at all (as- 

R cording 
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cording toOribaſius) till twenty dayes } 
after the biting, at the ſooneſt, = 

This Hydrephsbia (or fear of water \ 
beginneth not at any certaiu time afec; 
the Biting. For moſt commonly it fo}. 
loweth forty dayes after; in ſome, 
ſeaven moneths; in others a whole year 
after. Again in ſome it cometh' with 
ina fortnight aſter : According to the 
firength or weakneffe of the conſticuti. 
on of him that is bitten. For ſome 
bodies ſtrength is able to reſiſt the ve- 
nom farlonger, when others weaknefſe 
finkes under it much ſooner. Some have 
their pores more ſtrait to keep out, 
others more open to let in the venom. 
Alſo ſome have their bloud and hu- 
mours more pure( and therefore leſſe 
apt to infe&tion) others more impure 
and corrupt; theretore more eaſily 
turned Into venom. 

The main generall Remedy is by 
Cclſm and others held to be, Caſting of 
the Patient into the Water betore he be 
aware of it; and this to be done every 
day for many dayes together: (For that 
which he feareth is the only Medicine t9 
cure him). In doing tats, if hc cannot 

{wim, 
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fwim, atter he hath ſwalloweda good 
quancity of the water, take him one 


again, Bur it ke be sKiltull in ſwimming, 
hold him under water a little while till 
he havetaken in ſome pretty quantity 
For thus buth his «xcream thirſt and 
fear of Water will be ſooneſt cured. 
(But let him not be long deeper than 
his noftril1s, leaſt he be ſuffocated. If the 
Cramp or any Convulfion take him; as 
ſoon as he is out of the water, bath him 
him all over with Sallet Oil good and 
varm, which, as it will take away that 
Accident, ſo will it allo ftop the pores 
of the skin,and keep the waters cooling 
quality from going out again too ſud- 
dainly. 
My lelfe (upon the {tght of a pifure 
of the IVatcr Torture in Ambozna ) have 
conceived this invention. Let the Pa- 
Lient be bound laſt to ſome poſt or ſtake 
and tie «bout his necke a linnen cloth 
doubled and caſt into the forme of a 
hollow Biſon ( as you would make 
him look l1ke the figne of St.lobhnBaptiſts 
head in a platter) the cloth muſt firſt be 
dipped in Oil and Wax well mixed to- 
gether, that ir = hold water like 
2 A 
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a Baſon : Thenlet one with an Ewer or 
Pitcher powre water gently into the 
cloth, till the water riſe ap to his 
noſtrills, where through it may enter 
into his body (if he will not open his 
mouth) whether he will or no. Keepe 
the Water (till at that height with con- 
tinuall ſoft pouring in, - till he hath 
drunk a good draught : onely ſfome- 
times forbeare ſo much as to maintaiie 
his breathing, Thus have I out of a 
wicked weed ſucked Honey for Healih ; 
and from an inhumane torture extrated 
eaſe ina grievous ſicknefſe. This is the 
helpe withour which is no help;for this 
caſe isheld incurable without drinking 
of water. 

Yet this is not all that muſt be done: 
For if the party be Plethorick(that is,too 
full of good bloud, which will appear 
by his high colour, and his big and tu!l 
yeines) he muſt be let bloud in the 
Liver vein, according to the diſcretion 
of the Artift. It Cacochymick ( that is, 
full of corrupted Humors) he muſt be 
purged with Sera, F pittymam, Fumoterre, 
Mirabolans , Elaterium, Blacke Hellebor,

H s drink muſt be ftale middle Beerez

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Bitings of Creatures not venomous , yet 
in (ome Conſtitutions apt to turne into 


venom. 


Ome are bitten by Dogs that are 
not mad; or by Apes, Monkeys, 
Sauicills, by Horſes, by Mankiud, 
or ary Other creature not venomous : 

et ſomctimes theſe wounds in feme 
kinde of fleſh are hard to heal. 

The reaſon is either in the Creature 
biting, or in the party bitten, In the 
Creature biting, though in-its own na- 
ture it be not venomous : yet there is 
at that time a malignant quality in the 
moiſture of the mouth, begotten by the 
diſturbance of the brain, through im: 
moderate anger. 

_ Ti thepartybitten : Some men arc 
made up of a kind of Fleſh alwayes (by 
what accident ſoever wounded) hard to 
be cured, Theſe either are very melan- 
cholick of Conſtitution ( and Mclan- 
choly is the moſt offenſive humor in the 


Pody, and therefore apt through any 
EX= 


extraordinary paſſion to become cor- 
rupted and ina fort venomons) or they 
are very fearefull; and fear corrupts the 


juyces of the brain (through the force 


of imagination) and makes them fall 


downe and diſperſe themſelvesinto all 
the parts of the body filled with a fickly 


( quality, and ſo contrary to nature, 
This is the reaſon why fearfull men are 
apt to die ofa flight Wound : whereas 


a valiant Spirit hath alwaycs fleſh aptto 


be healed. 
Now for ſuch hard healing Fleſt 


(from which of the two cauſes ſoeyer 
it commeth ) | counſaile, that befides 
_ the ordinary courfe of curing wounds 
artificially according to the Rules of 
Chirurgery, there be alſo given ſome 
temperat? Cordiall (as It werean An* 
tidote againſt triis venomous Accident) 
tocallup the Spirits, gad to comfort 
the Facultics. For 1 know it by expe- 
rience, that the Cure is thereby made 


much the more ealte.

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CHAP, XII. 
Inward or outward Bruiſes by a fall from an 
high place, 


ometimes it happeneth unfortu= 
nately, thata Man fallcth from 
an high place,as from a houſe top, 
a high tree, a icaffold, or a Jadder; and 
is taken up for dead:yet in a little time, 
may by good meanes be recovered to 
life; and the bruiſe (whether it be in- 
ward or outward ) may be cured, 

In this caſe, the maine things to be 
looked to, are: Firſt,to recover the party 
to liſeand ſenſe: which may be done 
by the uſe of my Cordiall J/ater, called 
Nepexthes, deſcribed in the Chapter jm- 
mediatcly going d:tore; or el{c with 
ſome Uther comfortable drink of like 
nature, 

Sccondly, if the Bruife be inward : 
there will beeither £jeAion of Bloud at 
the Mouth, Noſe, Fandament,or pallage 
of Vrine, or elſe congealing otBloud 
within, wherewith will. be inward 
pain, and difficalty of Breathing. 


It 
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It the party avoid bloud, it is not 
amitſle, ſo it go not too far to the ex- 
pence of his ſpirits : But if ſo, then give 
him halt a dram of Terra 1gilota in a 
dmught of Poſſer drinke , wherein the 
flowers of St. Johns Wort areboy%d. Or 
The tops of St. Jubns Wort boyled in 
Poſt ate. Or, Take red Corall, white Cira', 
white Amber, Bole Armoniack, Te rra ſig1i- 
lata, of each j. dram, Campher iiij. graines. 
Make all into fine powder, and divide 
it into foure equall quantities orDuſes. 
Take every doſe in two ounces of 
Plantaine water, and as much red wine 
mixed together, once in fix houres, as 
need ſhall require. Or «l{e, Take the 
quantity of a Walnut of old Con'erv: of 
red Roſes mixed with a ſcruple of the 
powder of Mſtick; or rather with five 
or fix drops of the Oil of Maſtlick: 
Repeate the taking according to 
need.

Take Nep ſtamped and ſtrained, with a 
liccle Ale or B-er, and drink a draught 
©: it Once in fax houres, After three

and at night when you go to bed. Or, 

Take the quantity of a Bean of quick 
Brimſtone in-powder, in a little white 


Wine warmcd. Or «lſe, Twenty 
graines of Iriſh Slate in powder in a 
draught of Poſlet ale made wich white 
Wine. 

Some give two drams of Rheubarh, 
with one of Madder, made into powder, 
Ina draught of white Wine : repeating 
it 28necd requireth, Or, two drams of 
Rheutarb alone, in neate white Wine. 
Or, Tabe of Kheubarh one dara, Madder 
and Mummy, of each tao [crupl:s. Make 
them into fine po wder and drirk jt ina 
draught of ſome ordinary PeRora}l 
Decofion. 

Outwardly annoint the Breft,or Back. 
(as canſeel:&eth) with two ounces of 
Oil of St. okns Wort, and half an cunce 
of Fperma ceti mix:d together, and 
warmed. Do this morning andevening. 
Orelle,uſc this Ointment. 

Take of new churned butter unſalted ij, 
pound, Maduer one ounce pupdered, Tormen-

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til] reats powdred vj, drams, Mummy halfe a 
oxnce powdred, Sugar Candy powared iijj, 
ounces, Spermaceti ij, ounces.

Thirdly, if the Bruiſe be Outward 
only ; you ruſt conſider whether it be 
a Simple or mser B:uiſe, or a Biuiſe 
with a wound. If it be a fimple Bruiſe, 
You may makea Plaiſter with Branne, 
Honey or a little Salt ( or rather Miter, 
if you can get it) and appiy to it. Or, 
Take the powder, and the Oil of 7A4\rtles, of 
-each anounce, and the white of an ex ge well 
beaten. Make a mixture of them, and dip 
Clouts in it, and apply them to the 
place. It the conflitution or Bruiſle be 
very Jarg,you muſt make your quantity 
accordingly. 

But if there be a wound withall; Stop 
not the bloud too ſoon it ir bleed 
well) for many times the noxious has 
mours that are mixed with the bloud, 
are very happily evacuated that way. 
But if on the other fide it bleed too 
much : Take the white of an Exge well 9ea=

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Fen, and mixed with Bole Armoniack made 
into fine powder, an dipping a piece of flax 
therein, lay it tothe wound. Or, the white 
of an epge bexten, brown paper a(bes, and fine 
powder of Chalbe mixed together. A Cobweb 
alſo of a fit bignes tor the wound, doth 
many times ſerve the turne.Or cle have 
this Powder alwayes ready Take Saigui;s 
Draconzs, Olibanxtm, Aloes hepatica, and 
and Sarcocolla, of each ij. ounces 3 reot of the 
Flower de Luce one ounce. Make all into 
fine powder, and mix them tegether. 
Apply a ſufficient quantity to the 
wound, and lay npon it ſome flax wet 
"with thc white af an egge on that fide 
to be laid next the wound ; and binde 
it on gently tor ſtraining the wound. 
This is very effe&uall. 

As for the Cure of a Green Wound, 
there 21e ſo many Ballams abroad, that 
1 need nor teach any. Yet to ſhew, 
Jam no niggard of my Medicires,accept 
of this Balſam of mine. 

Take of the beſt Sallet Oil two pints, 
put it in a jarre glaſſe with a broad mutth ; 
put to it an banifull of flowers of the greater 
'Comfery. Then cover it with a trencher, 
ard ſet it in the Surne a week. Then pur

blown; a hanufull sf Mullen flowers, and 
as much cf the fiowers of St, Fohns Wort, 
Set it in the Sunne ſtill all the Summer, 
And if you edde two or three leaves 
of greere Tobacco, it will bee the bet.

This have I often proved to be exce]- 
Jent,both for green wounds and Bruilſcs

The laſt main poynt in this Accident 
to be conſidered is Pain in the Head, 
which is for the moſt part a com- 
panion of ſuch falls; and it it bee 
much, n:uſt be mitigated by tome 
meanes, k#| it bring the patient into a.

As I knew a Player that one time 
F aRing a part wherein he was to be 
banged ; and having not faſtned his 
halter ſafficicotly to his truſſe, it ſlip- 
ped, and«lmoſt choaked him in earneſt, 
I knew another man that was robbed at 
Tiburn. and becauſe he asked the theeves 


how they could be ſo bold to tempt 
their fate in the face of the gallows, they 
hanged him up there; but preſently 
upon ſight of company tooke them to 
their hceles, and by the ſame company 
the man was ſaved from a finall execu- 
tion. Some alfo through deſperation 
have hang«<d themſelves, as we have too 
often examples. | 

It any of theſe may be cut down 
while there is life in him ; he may by 
Gods blefiing and skilftull endevours 
be recavered. 

A learned DoQtor of Phyjicke, being 


asked 
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asked how one might be recovered in 
this caſe; an {wered both briefly and 
wittily : Cut « threat to ſave 4 life. His 
meaning was, That,way muſt be made 
by incifion, through the skin in the 

lace where the Halter was; that ſo the 
conſtrained bloud might be ſet at liber- 
ty, the coagulated bloud let out, and 
way given for the windepipe and other 
internall veſſells to open themſelves 
again, Hut this is not to be attempted 
by any but ſome ,skiltull Chirurgeon in« 
deed, that knoweth perfe&tly the fitu- 
ation of the parts; for it any nerye or 
tendon ſhould beeto reat miſ- 
chiefs would follow; and ifthe Jugular 
veins be cut, ic is the preſent death of 
the Paticnt, Therefore other and ſafer 
meanes are to be attempted. 

As ſoon thenas the Halter is looſed 
from his neck, preſeat'y thruſt your 
finger as far as you can down his throat 
( torcing open his mouth with ſome fre 
inſtrument) and preſently plucke ir out 
again; that you may open the paſſage 
within, but not ftop his breath more. 
Then ftraighrway powre down his 


throat ſome warm Vinegar with beaten 
Pepper

Hippocrates in his 43. Aphoriſme of his 
ſecond Book, ſayesthat thoſe that are 
any way ſtrangled and not yet dead, it 
about their mouths there appear a 
foame, will never be recovered.

| Galen in his Comment u>on that place 


ſeems to be of another minde. And 
Chriſtopherus a Vega in his Traf. de Arte 
Hedendi li. 3. Sefio. 5. cap. 8. aftirmeth 
that he ſaw three recovered that foamed 
at the mouth. One of which had hang- 
ed him ſelf, but his friends did quickly 
cut the rope, and he was preierved by 
drinking Vinegar and Pepper: for that 
mixture reſtoreth the almoitl com 

eat, 
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heat. Being come to himſelte, let the 
Patient abſtain from much talke,tor the 
ſpace ot tour and twenty hours; and let 
him have ſome Ptiſan or Pcforall De- 
coion' tor his drink. 

And when he is grown ſtrong again, 
it he yet feel ſome encumbrance, and 
{welling in his throat ; it is goed to 
open the Cephalica, or head-veine of his 
arme, and let him bleed nine or ten 
ounces, or according to his age and 
ſtrength. But this muſt be doneby due 
judgement of the Artiſt who may by 
this time be brought to him.

Any take great delight in 
(wimming and bathing them. 
ſelves in Ponds and Rivers in 
the Summer time; ſome to clenſe and 
coolethcir bodies, ſome tor pleaſure of 
their $411] in iwimming,others cither 
for company or mcer wantonnefle; And 
many of theſe acventure into places paſt 
thcir depth ; where I have known ſome 
taken with che Cramp on the ſuddaine, 
that it there had not been many helpers 
at hand, they had ſpeedily perithed. - 
Some happen into Whirlepools,where- 
in they have been violently drawn, and 
inmcdiately drowned, while their 
companions might loyk on witn ſor- 
row, but could lend no help to fave 
them.Ochers in a great River have been 
carried away by the ftrength of rhe 
ſtream in ſpite of their skill in {wimn- 
ming, whereupon before they had fo 
much preſumed. Others floating a- 
mong 
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mone flags and weeds, have had their 
feet to entangled by them, that neicher 
the ſtrength of nature, nor che ſlcights 
of Art could keep them from being caſt 
away. 

And here, by the way let me inſert a 
counſell to ſuch as are Fathers and 
Mothers, or Maſters and Tutors to 
yong Boyes. Some uſe to keep their 
children in ſo ſtrictly, that the untfor- 
runate poore tooles longing after ſuch 
torbidden pleaſure;and tearing to make 
_ others privie to their purpoſe, ſtcal out 
by themſelves, and run into ſome river 
or pond, without diſcretion of eles 
ion; where Chaving neither guide 
norheiper,but ſuch as themle]ves) ſore 
of them ſometimes prove by the lofſe of 
their lives, that while they beguiled 
their governors too mich,they deceived 
themſelves moſt of all. To prevent this 
therefore, it were good (in my judge- 
ment) to give way to theſe deſires of 
children, at fit times of the year, andin 
waters whoſe bottoms are even and 
ſandy, with clear and gentle ftreames 
fit tor their ſtrength and ſtature;and free 
rom flags, weeds, holes and whirle- 

| pooles: 
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pooles : having alſo with them ſome 
diſcreet man <kiltull in ſwimming , 
that (if any danger ſhould happen) may 
ſpeedily ſuccour them. And the times 
of the year fit for ſuch bathes, lIhold to 
be in the beginning of July and inthe 
end of Augyſt : That is, betore, and in 
the end of the dog dayes; The beſt time 
of the day likewite, is an hour before 
Sunne[et. 
Andnow to return to the point, al- 
though by the accidents aforeſaid, as 
alio by violent ſtormes, and the dark- 
neſſe of night, too too many following 
theiraffaires have been wocetully wafted 
to the ſhore of ſuddain death ; yer ſome 
have been taken up for dead that with 
carefull and skiltull nſage have reco- 
vercd both Life the true love of nature, 
and Health the happinefſe ot Life. 
Therefore when any one is ſo found, 
the firſt thing to be done 1s to turne his 
feet upward, his head andmouth down- 
ward, and ſo to ho!d or hang him up 
by the heels, that the water may | 
come out of him again. It this alone 
cauſe him not to caſt out the water, and 
the party be without ſenſe or won 
taat 
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then alio let ſomeone of the ftancders 
by, that is of good diicrction, put his 
finger into the parties throat, or take a 
feather dipped in Linjced oil, and thruft 
it into his throat, turning it round 
therein, to make him vomit. And in 
the mean time,let others help forth the 
water by ſtroaking, cruſhing, and dri- 
ving h's belly and ſtomach reaſonable 
hard, from tle botrom ot his belly 
toward his throat. ]t it be coid weather, 
letall this be done in a warm roome 
before a good fire. After the water is 
come away, it is good to hold ſtrong 
{weet tmelling things to his noſe ( as 
Muske, Lignum Alves, or ſuch like) to 
warme the Brain, and comfort the Spi- 
rits. Alſo if he remain ſenſelefſe or 
tainting, his Spirits are to be recalled 
and awaked with Ros (vis, Fgua Celerftis, 
or lome ſuch comfartable water : and he 
is to be handled in all points as thoſe 
uſe to be that fall in a Swound. 

It by theſe meanes he recover life, 
ſenſe, and ſpeech; let him (ſome two 
hourcs after) eat ſome meat of a hen or 
chick (it he be able) or elfe ſuck the 
juyce of them; and let them be roaſted 

S OX 
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or broyled, rather than any other way 
drefied ( tor ſo doth Alex mder Beneui= 
cus Ccounlell, {z. 7. cap. 3. De Curaniis 
#:orbz. And with his meace. let bimear 
Pepper and Sugar, or Pepfer and Hines, 
as h:Iiketh beſt. Hemay alſo cat a roa- 
fted Eoge with Pepper in it, Bur let him 
not udriink in 24, houres at the: leaſt, and 
then J:tic be middle Beer and white 
Wine mixed together; of which lec him 
drink bur two ſmal draughts at a meal, 
and betwixt meals not atall.This Diet 
Jet him oblſervefor a week together, 
keeping himſelfe warme and mo- 
derately flirring his body imme- 
diately before, ardan houre atcer his 
NIcate, 

Alſo if the Phyſician fee it requiſite, 
other meanes may be uſed to prevent 
the comming of a Feavor, or to miti- 
gate, and take ic away if it be already 
come; as allo to prevent a Dropſie, 
which is a likely cffe& of ſuch'a watery 
cauſe, Therefore by good adyiſe Bloud- 
letting in the Liver-veln; Glyfters, 
and other Medicines may be admi- 


niltred, 
Laſtly, 
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Laſtly, if any water be gotten into 
his Ears; Tabe Gooiegreaſe, and the juyce 
cf an Onion, mix? them well togetber, and 
trop @ little of it bloud warme into bis 
Fares. 

Sometime ſuch a furrowfull misfor- 
tune may befall a man in the Winter 
time; or it may happ:n to an old body, 
as once it did in the North part of De- 
vorſhire to a worthy old Gentlewoman, 
who ſtepping on a bridge over a gutter, 
her fect {[ipping, ſhe fell in;and through 
her great weakneſſe (being above fours 
{core yeares of age ) becauſe ſhe was not 
able ty helpup herſelfe again; ſhe lay 
{o long till with crying ſhe had no 
voyce lcft. Itpleaſed God that the wa= 
ter was not'ſo high as to drown her;but 
the coldneſfle of it had like to have kil- 
led her before help came; for ſhe was 
not heard into the houſe, though ſhe 
ſtrained her voyce exceedingly, and 
though the houſe was hard by. Only 
trer ſonne comming forth that way 
by meere chance, tound and ſaved 
her. 

In this cafe, let ſome cordiall water

Stenchins being ſent for, preicribed a 
Decoction of unhulled Barley with Li- 
quorice and Figges, adding a little Butter 
and Sugar, This he cauſeth preſently ta 
be powred downe her throat lukewarm; 
whereby ſhe was prevoked to vomit out 
all the {oapy water, and ſo was recove= 
red. And I belceve (though Skenchizs 
makeno mention of it, he gave her alſo 
alterward ſome Antidotes or Cordiall 
Medicine { as was meet) to rehift the 
venomous quality ot the Soap,.whereot 
of it muſt needs leave ſome reltques bee 
hind it, too Frong for the weak nature 
Gi{uch an Infant to overcome. T hereture 
in thiscaſe Iwould give ten graines of 
Farts borne finely pewdered , with one 
grain of Bez9ar ſtone, or eiie with thice 
or tour graines of Ambergreiſe in a littia 

- diftiies 
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diſtilled water of Carduws, $ca:u, or 
Dragons. And this ſhould be repcatd 
every fix hours, ti]] it have bcen given 
three times. Or elſe a little Mithridate 
diffoived in Red Refe water, twcerned 
with a little Sugar, 

Foreſtrs (in, li. 55. of his Cbſervaticns, 
ihe 26, Obſerva imtells of a maide about 
39. yeares of age, that having fallen 
into a filthy Water(ſome ſtinking ditch 
or ſewer it fhould ſeeme) being not 
ſuffocated, but having druak in much 
of that water, and ſufficiently vomited, 
uling the help of no Phyſician 3; within 
a fortnight after ſhe fell into a pain of 
her loins, and a continuall Feaver. For 
which ſhe was faine to be let bloud and 
purged; and Foreſts adminiſtred other 
remedies alſo, having much labour to 
ſave her life This I thought gpod to 
note as a warning to thoſe that are apt 
to make flight account of the Phytiician, 
when they finde not preſent danger of 


death.

poſe. It it be Jow and our of fit ht thruſt 
in a ſmall Candle of Virgin } wax 
warmed ſufficiently, that the Pin Gr 
Bonemay fticke to it when it touchcrh 
it, and ſo you may draw it cut. Or it 
you have nofuch Candle, take a ima{! 
limber willow ſtick, make it crovked 
Jikea bow, and anovint it at cone cnd 
with Turpentine, and atlay in the iame 
manner to fetch it out. Or Jet him 
ſwallow down a piece of Spronge 
faſtned ro the end of a brown thred, 
and anointed with Turpcntine, and 
when it is gone ſo lowas to touch that 
wi hich fticketh in the way; with the 
thread pluck out the Sponge again. It ic 
will not not come forth ; Sw.llow a 
piece of fat meet upon it to drive it 
downe; or a fig opened-and. turned the 
inſide outward ; or a crummy piece of 
new bread dipped in ſallet Oil. 

Bur if a crumme of Bread, a ſmall 
Fiſh bone, a Pin or ſuch likc,{uddainly 
Aip into the windpipe;ic will make him 
cough, and let; ſome other make him

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necz likewiſe by tickling his noftrills 
with ſtraws or ruſhes. It he cough not 
encugh to bring it out, let him ſwallow 
Cby teddain guips) ſome Vinegar or 
Verjuyce: ſo with much coughing ic 
Will be driven out ; for the breath will 
not ſuffer itto finck very low. 

But ſometime adrop of Vinegar, or 
ſowe ſuch ſharp ſauce ſlipping of it ſelf 
into the ſame paſſage, caufeth much

Take the White of 
an exgeor two or more of them, 
according to the Jargenefle of the 


hurt : Beat it with a ſufficient quantity 
of

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of oil of Roes, orelſe of ſallet oil. Di; 
fine rags in i:, and apply them to the 
Place, and take them off no more till ic 
be well. Only threc or foure times in a 
day wet the place through them with 
the ſaid mixcnre. 

Againſt Firejor Gunpowder; T:ke 
two pounds of Butter that was never 
ſzlted, melt it and powre it into Spring 
water; there beat it and waſh it well. 
Then take twelve ounces of the fine 
powder of Brimſtone , the ſeeds of 
Coucumbers made into fine powder, 
and Cawphor alſo into fine powder, ot 
each half an ounce. Mix all together 
with the Butter,and keep itas an Oint- 
ment ; in which dip a feather, anoint 
the part burned, and lay a fine ſoft 
linen cloth upon it..Repeat the anoint- 
ing often. 

Sometimes Burning Lime may be 
ſpurted in the Eye, or ſome ſcalding 
drop, or a ſparke of Fire may leap into 
it. For this, the white of an Fyge beaten 
with Eyebripht watcr, or Carduus water, is 
very good , it you drop now and then 
adrop of it into the eye. But the Plaiſter 
of Crrduy deſcribed in the $8, Chapter is 
molt ſoyerain. ]

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I wasin a place about ſeaven yeares 
jince, where ſome Gentlemen were 
taking Tobacco;and as one had knocks 
ed out the {nuffe or coal of it on the 
Table ; another in jeſt blew it toward 
him, he alſo blew itat him again. This 
began to be purſued from one to the 0+ 
ther,til alettle GirleJooing on (whoſe 
height was little abovethe Table) re- 
ceived the evill of their jeſting : for 
lome of the burning coal of Tobacco 
was blown into her eye.It tormeted her 
extreamly ( as nothing burneth more 
terribly )I ran into the garden, where I 
found ſome ground [yie, whereof I ga» 
thered ſome, which I ſtamped, and 
ftrained, and putting a little fine pow- 
dred Sugar to the Juice, I dropped ſome 
of it into hereye; upon which ſhe re- 
ceived ſuddain eale, and had it not ap- 
plyed above twice more, before ſhe was 
perfe&tly well : But in the mean time, 
her eye was muffled up from the out- 
ward air. 

Here obſerve that the eye muſt never 
be drefſ-d with any Oil or Ointment ; 
becauſe oily and greafic things diminiſh

His herb is good for ſeverall mala- 
dies ; for it comforts the heart, and 
cleanſeta the ftomack ; and if it be tem- 
pered with honey, it is good to afſwage 
the ſwelling in a mans mouth : Ir is alſo 
very helpful for the ſight, if it be pown- 
ed with the gall ofa Bull, and after put 
in to the eye, it helpeth all impediments 
in the ſight. 
A1ugwort. 

This herb ts hot and drie in the ſecond 
degree: If ir be powned with tallow, it 
healeth the ſoreneſs of mens feer, and 
alſo the aking; and if it be ſtamped and 
tempered with running water, it helpeth 
the aking of mens guts. 

E 8grimony, 

This herbe tempered with Ayſell is 
good to heal a wound that is made with 
an Iron- weapon; it is likewiſe for the 
ſoreneſs of the milt if it be uſed in meats. 

T Her{e- 
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Herſe- Mint, kd; is ocals called 
_ Water- Mint, or Brok- Mint. 

This herb 1s hot and dry : the juice or 
pouder of this herb drunk with red wine 
hot, cauſeth women in travail ſoon and

This herb is hot and dry : The ſeed of 
this herb if it bedryed is good for the
